MYSTERIOUS FELLOWSHIP, 


The Lord is Calling to Unity, Why Not be 
Obedient to His Voice. 


AS THE DARK DAYS APPROAOH WE WILL NEED TO BE 
BOUND OLOSE TOGETHER 


As we are rapidly approaching 
the end of the age there is a 
heart feeling everywhere a- 
mong the Lord’s children that 
they should all be bound togeth- | 
er in that mysterious fellowship ; 
described by the writers of the 
Bible. It must be the Spirit of 
Christ that is working in all in 
a similar manner. 


I was very much interested 
quite recently in an expression 
of a writer who was appealing 
for unity. He hoped some one 
the Lord might raise up would 
undertake the task and bring a 
unity among all Pentecostal peo- 
ple in harmony with the prayer 
of Jesus who said, “That they 
all may be one.” 

The strange thing to me has 
always been that so many peo- 
ple want unity and yet so few 
meet the requirements of the 
Bible to obtain it. For years it 
has been my belief that if two 
men will track the Bible they 
will be one, but I notice that 
sometimes two men seem to be 
one for years and have good 
fellowship in every way and then 
after awhile they are wide apart. 

But it is Satan’s business to 
divide while it is the Lord’s work 
to unite. However, the Lord de- 
mands His people to separate 
themselves from certain others 
because they do not track the 
truth. In His second letter to 
Timothy Paul says, “turn away” 


they are godly and I suppose 
claim to be Christians. This 
looks like separation instead of 
unity. It looks like division in- 
stead of oneness, and yet Jesus 
prayed that we might all be one. 
This shows that it is not all that 
profess to be right that are right. 
The right ones are to separate 
from those who. are wrong. 


Paul makes it plain as he con- 
tinues his instructions to the 
Romans: “Now I beseech you, 
brethren, mark them _ which 
cause divisions and _ offences 
contrary to the doctrine which 
ye have learned: and. avoid 
them.” (Rom. 16:17.) “Turn 
away from them,” is the reading 
of the revised version. But for 
what cause? They are going 
“contrary to the doctrine which 
ye have learned.” We believe 
Paul’s doctrine is correct. We 
endeavor to follow it closely. We 
must not leave it. And if some do 





leave it we must turn away from , 
them, but that does not say the | 
Christians are divided, for Paul | 
says that they that go “contrary | 
to the doctrine” “serve not our, 
Lord Jesus Christ.” (Rom. 16: 
18.) There it is, plain and simple. 

Some say the way to have 
unity is to leave off doctrine and 
and just preach Jesus. But that 
was not Paul’s way. Neither does 
he advise us in that way. We, 
must stick to “the doctrine” and 
turn away from those that will 
not do it. But remember that 
this does not cause the real 
Christians to be divided. How 
easy it is to say that the saints 


vided. The saints are in unity. 
They are one; and they are only 
doing their duty—-following 
Paul’s instructions when they 
turn away from those that will 
not and do not follow “the doc- 
trine” given by Paul. 


There is a mysterious fellow- 
ship that holds the true blue 
saints close together. And they 
stand to “the doctrine” and will 
not give it up just to suit others. 
It was a very peculiar thing 
that caused many of Christ’s 
close followers to leave Him. 
He spake as never man spake. 
He spake as one having author- 
ity. He would not compromise 
or modify the teaching for the 
sake of having a large following. 
He could have been more mild 
He could have continued feed- 
ing them on loaves and fishes, 
healing their sick, raising their 
dead, and’ other things that 
would make Him popular and 
lraw the crowds, but. He must 
lo His duty. He must tell them 
the truth. He gave them some 
doctrine—strong meat and they 
could not stand it. They went.a- 
way and never followed Him 
any more. John says of them 
“They went out from us, but 
they were not of us; for if they 
had been of us, they would no 
doubt have continued with us: 
but they went out, that they 
might be made manifest that 
they were not all of us.” (1 Johr 
2:19.) 

We have been advised to let 
‘loctrine alone. They say doc 
‘rine separates. Well, if it does 
we have to stick to it anyway 
Jesus did and Paul said for us to 
do it, too. The Lord is calling 
for unity, why not be obedient 
to His voice? But it is not His 
voice that says to leave off doc- 
trine for the sake of unity. The 
true blue will stick to the doc- 
trine, and will enjoy that myster- 
ious fellowship that binds to- 
gether. 

The study of fellowship is in- 
teresting.Some claim that they 
have fellowship with any people 
no matter what they believe and 
teach. Well, they may, but I do 
not hesitate to say that the true 
blue saints cannot have that in- 
timate relation that is meant by 
the word fellowship when , the 
doctrine is contrary to the gen 
uine. Fellowship means, joint 
interest. How can I have a joint 
interest with one that teaches 
sprinkling for baptism? No, I 
cannot do it. How can I have a 
joint interest with one that re 
jects sanctification as a definite 
experience subsequent to regen- 
eration, if I know I have had the 
two-fold experience? He is in- 
terested in one thing and I in an- 
other. Where then is the fellow- 
ship? It is hard to find since fel- 
lowship means joint interest. 


But some one ventures to say 
that fellowship means more than 
joint interest. Yes, I admit that 
it does. It means association: 
communion; intimacy; society. 
But with all these it also means

“When * * * the Spirit of truth 
is come, * * * whatsrvever he 
shall hear, that shall he speak?” 
(John 16:13.) That was the doc- 
trine which they had learned. Do 
you suppose they would deviate 
from that doctrine for the sake 
of fellowshipping people in these 
days that oppose the tongues? 
Do you suppose those stalwart 
men of God would turn away 
from the doctrine they had 
learned to have an intimacy and 
joint interest with people who 
oppose tongues, or would they 
rather turn away from such op- 
ynosers themselves and avoid 
them even if they do claim the 
Christian religion? What do you 
think they would do about this 
matter? 


This same analogy will apply 
in every other point of doctrine 
There is divine healing. What 
'’o the apostles teach about 
that? And we are continually 
confronted with physicians and 
nedicine when our people get 
‘ck, And some of our people 
‘re suffering now because they 
“ave stood firm for the Bible 
yractice and teaching, and re 
“ysed medical aid when thev 
vere sick. In many of these 
‘hings we are already brought 
‘ace to face with difficulties. 
"ut we must be true and loyal 
‘9 the Bible. 


Much has been said in Pente- 
-ostal circles about apostolic 
practices. And no class of people 
are any more determined to fol- 
low the apostolic teachings and 
practices than those who are 
members of the Church of God. 
We have endured some criticism 
because we have appeared _ to 
many to be too “narrow” in our 
views. They say we teach that 
none are saved unless they are 
members of the Church of God, 
but this we do not do. We are 
falsely accused in many things. 
We can meekly submit to false 
accusations without retaliation, 
but when it comes to fellowship 
we want to be just right about 
it. We do not want our good 
to be evil spoken of if we can 
help it. We want to love every 
body and treat every body with 
respect, but we want : to 
remain unspotted from the 
world. We want to be sure 


of making heaven our home. 
And we want to have fel- 
lowship with as many people 
as possible in this world. But 
we must be sure and maintain 
our standing with God. We must 


| 





lief, but they are sincere and 
willing to do what is right about 
everything. There are some fine 
pivotal points about this subject. 
Just where to draw the line is 
the question that confronts 
many. But there is one thing 
we can all do and that is we can 
be kind to all and love them no 
matter whether they are friend 
or foe. This, however, does not 
mean that we are to fellowship 
them or follow after their ways. 
't is always necessary to remem- 
ber that Paul says the people do 
not serve the Lord who cause di- 
visions and offences contrary 
to the doctrine the Romans had 
learned. And of course the doc- 
trine they had learned was the 
apostles’ doctrine. And Paul 
neans that every other doctrine 
is wrong and we should turn a- 
Way from those that teach any 
‘ther doctrine. 

In his epistle to the Corinthi- 
ans Paul has something to say 
about divisions. He does not 
want them only as it is necessa 
vy to put away those who trans- 
gress, and have no fellowship 
with them. But there is one 
thing that he calls special atten- 
tion to that should be mentioned 
here. Whether people are faithful 
or not he declares that “God is 
faithful, by whom ye were called 
unto the fellowship of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord.’ (1 Cor. 
1:9.) There is a safe place to 
rest. No matter if you do get to 
the place you hardly know who 
to trust, you can always trust 
God. You can always have fel- 
lowship with Jesus if you your- 
self are right.And this is that 
mysterious fellowship that can 
hardly be explained. It is real, 
and we know that it exists, but 
it cannot be told so our natural 
minds can fully understand it. 

Following this word by Pau’ 
he makes a strong appeal for 
fellowship between the members 
“Now I beseech you, brethren 
by the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that ye all speak the 
same thing, and that there be no 
divisions among you; but that 
ye be perfectly joined togther in 
the same mind and in the same 
judgment.” (1 Cor. 1:10.) This 
is the standard. A oneness like 
this always brings fellowship. 
When there are no divisions, but 
all are perfectly joined together 
the fellowship is perfect—it is 
sweet and buoyant. There is no 
hanging of heads in shame, be 
cause some one is saying some- 
thing questionable. All heads are 
up and people are,happy. No 
accusing one another of any- 
thing. Fellowship — isn’t it 
grand? What is better? What 
is any more encouraging than 
real genuine unity and fellow- 
ship? . 

John tells of a way in which 
we may have fellowship with 
them— the apostles. He says, 


“That which we have seen and | 


[near declare we unto you, that 


‘ship is with the Father, and with 











ye also may have fel'owship with 
us.” (1 John 1:3) John saw Je-! 
sus and His miracles and love. 
He heard His teaching and knew 
His doctrine. Now he says they 
have told about these that we 
may have fellowship with them. 
If we believe their words and 
act upon them then we _ have 
the fellowship about which he 
writes. And this makes it very 
important for us to cling to the 
doctrine—apostles’ doctrine. No 
where do the apostles tell us to 
throw doctrine away to obtain 
fellowship with each other. We 
teach repentance because the 
Bible does. We teach sanctifica- 
‘ion because the Bible does. We 
teach the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and other tongues he- 
cause the Bible does. We 
teach the beautiful and wonder- 
ful Church of God because the 
sible does. We teach tithing be- 
cause the Bible does. We teach 
divine healing because the Bible 
does. We teach all that the a- 
postles taught because they got 
their teaching from Jesus, and 
John says he has written what 
they had seen and heard so we 
could have fellowship with them. 

Now John goes a step further 
and says, “And truly our fellow- 


his Son Jesus Christ.” (1 John 
1:3.) This is wonderful—we can 
have fellowship with the apostles 
and their fellowship is with both 
the Father and Son. The apos-: 
tles are the connecting link. By 
them we can have fellowship 
with the trinity. Paul also indi- 
cates the same teaching that 
John does when he shows what 
it takes to have the fellowship 
of the Spirit. He says, “Like- 
minded, having the same _ love, 
being of one accord, of one 
mind.” (Phil. 2:J, 2.) 


After John gets us over into 
fellowship with the Father and 
Son by following the apostles’ 
doctrine— teaching, he puts us 
into a “test box.” Now while we 
are in this “test box” let us ge! 
cur lesson. The first s'ep: “This 
then is the message which w- 
have heard of him, and declare 
unto you that God is light, and 
in him is no darkness at all.” 
To have fellowship with Him 
means to be in light. Doubt: 
gone; wavering gone; flounder- 
in gone. Fixed and settled in the 
apostles’ doctrine. Knowng we 
are right and going ahead. Ful! 
of love, full of mercy and fol- 
lowing on to knaw Him better. 

Second step in the “test box:’” 
“If we say that we have fellow- 
ship with him, and walk in dark 
ness, we lie, and do not’ the 
truth.” (1 John 1:6.) And what 
does it mean to be in this dark- 
ness? John says that he that 
hateth his brother is in darkness 
(1 John 2:11) and does not 
know where he is going 
This describes the man that is 
unsettled. The reason he is un- 
settled is because he is in dark- 
ness, and the reason he is in 
darkness is because he hates his 
brother and loves darkness rat‘:- 
er than light because his deeds 
are evil. (John 3:19.) They may 
claim they are right and that 
they have fellowship with both 
the Father and the Son, but from 
the fact they are floundering 
about, being unsettled, proves 
they are in darkness and if the 





truth is revealed later on it will 


be found that “sin lieth at the 
door.” 


Jesus says, “I am come a light 
into the world, that whosoever 
believeth on me should not abide 
in darkness.” Believing on Jesus 
means to obey His instructions. 
This obedience will lead out of 
darkness into light and one will 
become settled in the light. Jesus 
further says, “He that followeth 
me shall not walk in darkness.” 
And if people are in such dark- 
ness that they begin to flounder 
1rbout showing they are unset- 
tled they do not know where 
they are going. And sin will put 
a vail over their eyes. Then they 
begin to want to get out of the 
Chureh of God if they are in 
and if they are already out they 
will often raise a howl against 
some of the teachings of the Bi- 
ble that the Church of God 
makes prominent. 


Third test: “But if we walk in 
the light, as he is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with an- 
other.”” Now beloved, John lays 
down a fair test. Who would 
rise up against him at this late 
hour? Then when there is no 
fellowship somebody is not in 
the light. Two men were once in 
good fellowship. I know of this 
incident. They saw, eye to eye. 
Their interests were the same. 
The mighty power of God was 
demonstrated as they preached 
and prayed together in. their 
meetings. They are not togeth- 
er any more. One is as bright as 
he ever was. The Lord is with 
him in the same wonderful way 
that he used to be. But where 
is the other? He fell into dark- 
ness. He failed God. I saw him 
after he got out of the light. He 
was trying to catch at every 
straw that came along. He could 
find no one with whom he could 
fellowship. He was alone. The 
last I heard of him he was still 
alone. I know of other similar 
cases. They are always sad to 
me, although some of them try 
to put on a bright face and ap- 
near well, but there is no fellow- 
ship. 

Now that we have taken those 
ests of ourselves open your eyes

larkness, but shall have the 
light of life.’ (John 8:12.) 
These are Jesus’ own words. 


They are true. Darkness is the 
cause of division. Sin is the 
cause of darkness. But a close 
following of Jesus will bring to-- 
sether. All partics walking in the 
light there is bound to be fellow- 
ship. 


It is time people are getting 
out of darkness and walking mn 
the light so they can have fel- 
lowship one with another. As 
the dark days approach we will 
need to be bound together so we 
can help one another. Beloved, 
let us draw very close to the dear 
Lamb of God. Let us put away 
darkness and division.Walk soft- 
ly and speak tenderly and lov- 
ingly so as not to hurt one an- 
other’s feelings. The tender 
love of Jesus abiding in the heart 
is so sweet. No ruffle, no harsh

THE FORMER AND 





THE LATTER RAIN 





D. S. Annis 





“Be glad then, ye children of 
Zion, and rejoice in the Lord 
your God: for he hath given you | 
the former rain moderately: and 
he will cause to come down for | 
you the. rain, the former rain, 
and the latter rain in the first 
month.” (Joel 2:23.) We see by 
this verse that neither the form- 
er or latter rain had fallen when 





it was written because the Lord 
said He would cause to core 
down for you the former rain | 
and the latter rain in the first | 
month. 


We learn that the feast of the 
passover was kept on the four- 
teenth day of the first month of 
the Jewish year, which was the 
month Abib or Nison, or April in 
our Julius Ceesar calendar. That 
is the date which Jesus stepped 
into the place of the Lamb that 
was put up on the tenth day of 
that month and kept up until 
the fourteenth day in the even- 
ing when it was eaten with bitter 
herbs. After Jesus had eaten this 
passover with His disciples, He 
went into the garden, bore our 
sins and suffered for us on the 
fourteenth day of the first 
month. He was crucified .and 
rose again and was with His 
disciples often during the forty 
days before the ascension.After 
He ascended into heaven the dis- 
ciples were tarrying in Jerusa- 
lem until the day of Pentecost 
should come, when the former 
rain was poured out. That 
would bring us to the sixth day 
of June or the third month of 
the Jewish year which is’ the 
month Sivan. We are then look 
ing for an outpouring which will 
begin on the fifteenth of the first 
month of the Jewish year.
